The trial of former Chief of Police 
James Il.

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CHILD IS DROWNED 
DESPITE EFFORTS 


Carrie Belle Nix, 11-Year- 
Old Girl, Meets Her Death 
Sunday Afternoon in Open 
City Cess Pool. 


AGED GRANDFATHER 
TRIES TO SAVE CHILD 


Little Girls Had Been 
Walking Sewer Pipe and 
Carrie Belle Slipped as She 
Reached End. 


Today Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Nix. of 
367 Greensferry avenue, are rushing to 
Atlanta from the bedside of the mother 
of Mrs. Nix, who te desperately ill in 
Gadsden, Ala., to attend the funeral 
of their 1ll-year-old daughter, Carrie 
Belle, who fell into an open city cess 
pool at the end of the Greensferry ave- 
nue and Lawton street sewer at 3 
o’clock Sunday afternoon and was 
drowned. 

Willie Joe Weldon, a cousin of the 

dead girl and the same age, in at- 
tempting to save her, was also dragged 
into the sewer pool, from which 
was rescued after sinking for the third 
time by Leslie Arnold, 13-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. H. M. Arnold, 
a playmate of the other little girls. The 
tragedy was enacted within a stone's 
threw of the home of the victim. 
Grandfather to Rescue, 
Nix, grandfather of the dead 
'child, was the first to reach the scene. 
/He saw bubbles rising to the surface 
'of the water, and, fully dressed, plunged 
into the pool in a desperate attempt to 
,save his granddaughter. Others reached 
‘the scene in time to keep Mr. Nix from 
drowning, as his desperate attempts to 
reach the body of the girl almost cost 
his own life. 

P. E. Moody, of 6 Lawton _ street, 
brought a cotton hook and line to the 
'pool and dragged the bottom of the 
pool, finally catching the hook in the 
(little child's clothing, thus bringing 
(her to the surface. 

Sam Greenberg, of 
Bond, undertakers, had reached the 
‘scene in an automobile with a 
, motor, which was applied, but to no 
avail, as the child had been in the water 
‘for more than an hour. Hundreds of 
people, neighbors and friends of the 
family, were present. In the crowd were 
many little girls and boys who had 
come with their parents. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nix are expected to ar- 
rive some time this morning. They had 
‘been called to the bedside of Mrs. J. 
D. Carter, Mrs, Nix’ mother, a resident 
of Gadsden, Ala., whose condition is 
‘reported to be precarious. 

Big Hole in Field. 
When the city built what is known 
as the Greensferry and Lawton street 
sewer, the pipe was laid across Lawton 
‘street and ended in a little valley to 
the east of the thoroughfare. Between 
the home of the victim and her play- 
mates is an open field partly~- sown in 
corn, in which the children of the 
neighborhood are accustomed to spend 
their idle hours in play. The sewer 
water, gushing from the pipe for a long 

timephad worn a hole estimated at a 
depth of 20 feet that has formed an al- 
most stagnant cess pool around which 
there has been raised no barrier or pro- 
' tection. 

The children, Carrie Belle and Willie 
i Joe, cousins, who both reside at 367 
Greensferry avenue, just across’ the 
_street from Leslie Arnold, received 
permission from their parents to go 

with Leslie and play in the fleld to the 
left of the Nix home after they -had 
| finished their midday meal. Their par- 
'ents had not given them permission to 
‘cross the road into the little sunken 
field where lies the sewer and the cess 
pool. According to Leslie Arnold, the 
two little girls began walking the top 
of the sewer pipe toward the street. 

They were barefoot, while Leslie wore 
high-topped shoes, which made it im- 
possije for her to obtain a footing 
on the sewer pipe. Carrie Belle and 
Willie Joe walked the pipe to the 
street, crossed it and then resumed 
walking on the pipe, while Leslie made 
5» detour. Carrie Belle was the first 
to reach the end of the pipe, several 
feet above the surface of the pdol. In 
some unknown manner she slipped and 
fel] headlong into the water. There 
was no outcry. Willie Joe rushed to the 
side of the pool and grasped the hand 
ot the little girl in the water. Her 
| efforts to drag her up the side of the 
bank were futile. She could not free 
herself, being also dragged into the 
pool. Her screams attracted the at- 
tention of the grandfather of Carrie 
Belle and other people residing nearby.

New York, October 14.—R. D. Coop- 
er, president of the New York State 
Dairymen’s League, issued a_state- 
ment here tonight in which he ad- 
mitted that the directors of the ar- 
sanization he heads had appropriated 
$5,000 at the meeting in Utica, N. Y., 
last July to defray the expenses at 
Washington of a representative of 
the producers who would act as an 
advisor to Herbert C. Hoover, the food 
administrator. He declared “abso- 
lutely false” however, the statement 
of Attorney General Brundage, of I1- 
linois, that the money was to be used 
“to place a man friendly to the league 
in the national food administration.”

Washington, October 14.—BProad

The trade board is composed of mem- 
of the exports administrative 
board, which it will replace, with the 
addition of a representative of the 
treasury department.

CHAPLAINS ARE NEEDED 
IN NEW NATIONAL ARMY 


Boston, October 14.—The urgent need 
for more chaplains in the new national 
army was emphasized by Bishop Wil- 
liam Lawrence, of the Massachusetts 
Episcopal diocese, at the Cathedral 
Church of St. Paul today. Under the 
law, he said, there is only one chap- 
lain to a regiment, which formerly con- 
sisted of only a thousand men. The 
regiments are much larger now, and 
many of the organizations have not 
yet had their religious leader appoint- 
ed. At Ayer, Mass., he stated, there 
were more than 30,000 men, with only 
one chaplain. He said the churches 
should not wait until December for 
congress to remé@dy the situation, but 
funds should be raised at once to pro- 
vide voluntary chaplains. The Epis- 
copal churches of the country will soon 
start to raise $50,000 for the purpose, 
he announced.

No Trading With Enemy. 
Trading or commercial dealings of 
any nature with an enemy company or 


bidden, except under license of the 
war trade board, which also is author- 
ized to license enemy or “ally of en 
emy'’ companies doing business in the 
United States, excepting 
companies, whose supervision 
trusted to the treasury. 

Censorship of mails, cables, radio and 
telegraph messages passing out of the 
United States is placed in the hands of 
a censorship board consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the war, navy and post- 
office department, the war trade buard 
and of George Creel, chairman of the 
committee on public information. 

To the treasury is assigned the regu- 
lation of transactions in ex- 
change and exportation of gold or sil- 
ver coin under license, and enforce- 
ment of the law’s provision against 
transmission to the enemy of informa- 
tion by any other means than regular 
mails. The treasury also must license 
insurance or fire insurance companies 
of the enemy or ally of the enemy do- 
ins business within the United States. 

Regulation of the use of enemy 
rwned controlled patents for the 
war, and the granting or ‘publica- 
tion of patents containg information 
valuable to the enemy, is given to the 
federal trade commission, 

Foreign Language Newspapers. 

The postmaster general is entrust- 
ed witn supervision over the licensing 
of foreign language newspapers. In 
anticipation of this authority, Post- 
master General Burleson has been re- 
ceiving »*pplications for licenses and 
will begin issuing them before Tues- 
day, October 16, the date the provision

“Unreported sales added to the offi- 
cial] figures doubtless would greatly 
increase the total,” the statement reads, 
“possibly to $650,000,000 or $700,000,000.

FAILURE OF THE LOAN 
MEANS HIGHER TAXES. 

St. Louis, October 14.—Failure of the 
Liberty Loan will mean higher taxes, 
said Champ Clark, speaker of the house 
of representatives, who, accompanied 
by Mrs. Clark, passed through here to- 
day on their way to Fort Sill, Okla., 
to visit their son, Lieutenant Colonel 
Bennett Champ Clark. 

“The sale of bonds, according to the 
papers, is lagging,’ said the speaker in 
an interview. “Just why the 3% per 
cent bonds went like hot cakes and the 
4 per cent issue is slow is a puzzle. 

“One thing, however, is cocksure. 
Congress is going to raise money 
enough to carry-on the war. If the 
people will not buy bends, then taxes 
will be increased, which is not a pleas- 
ant prospect.” 

The speaker said that the idea of 
taxing excess war profits on munitions 
at 6C to 80 per cént is growing in fa- 
vor.

The president's order defines the 
powers of the alien property custodi- 
an to act as trustee for all enemy 
property within the U.. .ed States or 
to issue iicenses exempting enemy 
companies from his supervision. An 
appointment for position on will be 
made soon. 

The secretary of state is emvowered 
to license the transportation of ene- 
mies to or from the United States 
through the eX:..ing passport means. 
The secretary of commerce will retain 
his present authority to review the 
decisions of customs collectors refus- 
ing clearances to vessels carrying 
cargoes in violation of the trading- 
with-the-enemy act. 

New War ‘I'rade Board. 

The new war trade board is to con- 
sist of Vance C. McCormick, chairman. 
representing the secretary of state: Pr. 
Alonzo E. Taylor. representing the sec- 
retary of agricuirure; Thomas D. Jones, 
representing the secretary of commerce 
Beaver White, representing the foo 
administrator; Frank C. Munson, repre- 
senting the shipping board, and a rep- 
resentative of the secretary of the 
treasury yet to be named. All but the 
treasury representative are now mein- 
bers of the exports administrative 
board, whose work hereafter will be 
done by the bureau of exports of the 
war trade board. 

The name of the present exports 
council is changed to war trade coun- 
cil with the secretary of the treasury 
and Chairman Hurley of the shipp- 
ing board added to its membership, the 
commerce and the food administrator. 
This body will act in an advisory ca- 
pacity to the president and the war 
trade board. 

The president's order vests in the 
war trade board power to license trade 
“directly or indirectly with, to or from 
or for, or on account of, or on behalf 
of, or for the benefit of, any other per- 
son, with knowledge of reasonable 
cause to believe that such other person 
is an enemy or ally of enemy, or is 
conducting or taking part in such 
trade directly or indirectly for, or on 
account of, or on behalf of, or for the 
benefit of, any enemy or ally of en- 
emy.” Only with consent of the board 
may agents of enemy companies do 
business in the United States after No- 
vember 5. Enemy companies also may 
not change the names they used at the 
beginning of the war without special 
license, 

Authority for McAdoo. 

Secretary McAdoo is vested by the 
president with and is expected to turn 
over to the federal reserve board “the

The reserve board already ex- 
ercises virtual control over gold and 
silver exports. 

The secretary of the treasury’s vest- 
ed authority to prevent transmission 
of information to any enemy either to 
Or from the United States will be ex- 
ercised by the secret service. The sec- 
retary may permit this transmission 
when he wishes. 

“I further authorize the secretary of 
the treasury,” says the president in his 
order, “to grant a license under such 
terms and conditions as are not incon- 
sistent with law or to withhold or re- 
fuse the same to any ‘enemy’ or“‘ally of 
eneniy’ insurancé or re-insurance con.- 
pany doing business within the United 
States through an agency or branch 
office or otherwise, which shalt make 
application within thirty days of Oc- 
tober 6, 1917.” (The date the act was 
approved.) 

Taking Over Enemy Property. 

The censorship board is entrusted 
with the “censorship of communication 
by mail, cable, radio or other means of 
transmission passing between the 
United States and any foreign coun- 
try from time to time specified by the 
president, or carried by any vessel, or 
other means of transportation touch- 
ing at any port, place or territory of 
the United States and bound to or from 
any foreign country.” 

“Among the most important and far- 
reaching of the provisions of the 
enemy act,” 


with the taking over by this govern- 
ment of the custody and control of 
‘enemy’ property within the United 
States. 

“The property affected by these pro- 
visions is that which is located in the 
United States and belongs to any per- 
sin or corporation that is an ‘enemy’ 
or ‘ally of enemy’ within the defini- 
tions of the act, referred to above, ex- 
cept those licensed to continue doing 
Lusincss in the United States. German 
subjects and the subjects of her allies 
resident in the United States do nut, 
frem the mere fact of their national- 
ity, fall within these definitions. 

“The act makes it the duty of every 
concern within the United States, issu- 
ing shares of stock, within sixty days 
after the approval of the act to re- 
port to the alien property custodian 
the names of such of its officers, di- 
rectors and stockholders as are known 
to be or reasonably believed to be 
‘enemies’ or ‘allies of enemy,’ and the 
amount of stock or shares owned by 
each. 

“The act provides, in addition, under 


for an ‘enemy’ or ‘ally of enemy,’ or for 
any person whom he may have reason- 
able cause to believe to be an ‘enemy’ 
or ‘ally of enemy,’ must report the fact 
to the alien property custodian within 
thirty days after the passage of the 
act. So also any person in the United 
States indebted in any way to an ‘en- 
emy’ or ‘ally of enemy’ or to a person 
whom he may have reasonable cause 
to believe to be an ‘enemy’ or ‘ally of 
enemy,’ must make a similar report.” 
Alien Property Custodian. 

The alien property custodian may re- 
quire a transfer to himself of any prop-

his consent. 

Property or money transferred to the 
alien property cuStodian will be held 
until the end of the war and then 
dealt with as congress shall direct. All 
funds or ready money may be invested 
oo Liberty Bonds and held in such 
orm. 

The president has delegated 'to the at- 
torney general the power to direct the 
payment of claims against enemy prop- 
erty in the hands of the custodian, upon 
the consent of all persons interested. 

The definition of an “enemy” or “ally 
of enemy” is explicit. Any person re- 
gardless of nationality who resides 
within the territory of the German 
empire or the territory of any of its 
allies or that occupied by their miiltary 
forces is expressly made an “enemy” or 
“ally of enemy” by the act. Even aiti- 
zens of the United States remaining 
within such fterritorv are regwardeA oa 
“enemies” or “allies of an enemy.” Any 
person doing business with n such te: - 
ritory is placed within the definition of 
“enemy” or “ally of enemy.” So alno is 
any corporation created by German or 
its allies, or b an other nation than 
the United States and doing business 
within such territor. 

Must Apply for License. 

An “enemy” or “ally of enem” doing 
business within the United States be- 
fore November 5 may apply for a license 
to continue to do business in the United 
States. 

“The main application of these pro- 
visions,” the official statement gays, 
“will be to German and ally of Ger- 
man concerns which are doing business 
in the United States through branch 
houses or agents, such as insurance or 
re-insurance companies. Such an 
‘enemy’ or ‘ally of enemy’ may con- 
tinue to do business within the United 
States until such applications are act- 
ed upon.” 

The license provisions of the act do 
not apply to Germans, Austrians, Turks 
or Bulgarians doing business in the 
United States and having no business 
connections with interests 
operating in Germany or her 
countries. Thus thousands 
enemies having small business estab- 
lishments in the United States need 
not apply for license to continue oper- 
ations unless they have dealings with 
companies having connections in 
enemy or ally of enemy territory. The 
act authorizes the president to declare 
all these alien enemies 
license regulations, but he has not ex- 
tended the provision to these persons 
by his order.

UN BARGAIN COUNTERS 


Government to Take Steps to 
Check Downward Rush 
of Securities. 


Washington, October 14.—Treasury 
officials, concerned over the downward 
tendency of the bond market 28 an out- 
growth of Liberty Loan financing, have 
determined tp take steps to check 
shrinkage in gilt-edge bond values s0 
far as consistent with governmental 
action and sound financing. 

To this end the comptroller of the 
currency tonight announced that he 
has instructed all national bank ex- 
aminers that they need not require na- 
tional banks holding high-grade bonds 
of unquestioned intrinsic value and 
merit to charge them down to present 
abnormal figures, but to exercise an 
“intelligent and conservative discre- 
tion” as to the prices at which the 
banks can continue to carry such 8€- 
curities. 

This action, it is thought, will tend 
to prevent undue tightening of the 
money market with the further decline 
of bonds, a process which, if continued 
for a considerable period, might lead 
to heavy losses by investors in such 
securities and to the consequent detri- 
ment of the properties upon which they 


are issued. 
Similar action was taken at the out- 


break of the European war when 8e- 
curity values dropped precipitately to 
low records. 

For months past virtually all secur!- 
ties have been steadily diminishing 
in quoted values. High-grade bonds of 
unquestionable value at present are 
almost as low, in many cases, as they 
were when the New York exchange 
was closed in the early days of the 
European war. Railroad and industrial 
bonds paying 5 per cent and in som? 
instances 6, are selling at below par, 
a situation virtually without precedent, 
with this single exception, in the his- 
tory of the issues involved. 

Liberty bond financing has resulted 
in crowding the bargain counters with 
these securities. Banks lending money 
on them as collateral have been con- 
sistently compelled to reduce the 
amounts which they could lend bor- 
rowers. The comptroller’s action, it 
is thought, will go far toward check- 
ing this tendency. 

“The heavy depreciation,” the comp- 
troller’s statement said, “in the voted 
values of securities generally, includ- 
ing those of the very highest grade 
ge is partly due to the efforts 
of investors to sell other high class 
securities for reinvestment in govern- 
ment bonds.”

Grand Master Issues Procla- 
mation on Food Conservation. 


Decatur, Ga., October 11.—(Special.) 
In order to enlist actively all the Odd 
Fellows in Georgia in the campaign for 
food conservation, Grand Master J. 
E. Bodemhamer, of. the Georgia grand 
lodge, has issued the following procla- 


mation: 

“To the Members of the Independent Or- 
der of Odd Fellows of Georgia: Our coun- 
try is facing a serious crisis regarding food 
conservation. While the harvests have 
never been greater in our history and while 
there is an abundance of food supplies, yet 
we are at war, and our allies have been 
unable to raise a sufficient ameunt of food 
to supply their own needs. This is due 
partl to unfavorable climatic conditions, 
and 4 a large measur6é, to e fact that the 
men have been withdrawn #rom the fields 
to take their places in trenches. As 
far as possible the wo and children 
have taken the place of the men in the 
fielé@s, but the shortage of food cannot De 
relieved in this way. 

“Now, the situation is this: Unless the 
United States of America will handle the 
food shortage of our allies, the enemy will 
soon exhaust them. We have plenty and 


‘lenough to spare, provided we exercise strict 


economy along all lines. Congress, recog- 
nizing this, has created a food campaign, 
placing Mr.’ Herbert Hoover in charge, and 
we are correctly informed by the govern- 
ment that this war will be won upon a food 
basis. In order to do this—and we must 
and will win the*war—we must save the 
wheat, save the meat, save the fats, save 
the sugars, eat plenty, 
enough. 

“This is the program of the government 
to educate the people to economize food, In 
order to reach every household it is neces- 
sary to obtain their signgtures to a pledge 
card, sample of which is appended, pledg- 
ing every household in Georgia to conserve 
all food supplies. This campaign for sig- 
natures to this card will begin on October 
22, extending throughout that week. Every 
county is organized with a county chair- 
man, and a captain for each militia district 
or ward (in the case of cities). These coun- 
ty chairmen and captains must create in 
each county by selection a committee, who 
shall wait upon the people in their homes 
for their signatures.

THE MESOPOTAMIA CAMPAIGN. 


After months of enforced idleness be- | 
cause of the torrid heat of summer, General | 
Maude is again on the move in Mesopotamia. 
The first intimation of this came the other | 
day in a meager news report of his having | 
met and repulsed a detachment of the Turk- 
ish army—a bit of news of high significance. 

General Maude’s campaign last year ter- 
minated in the capture of Bagdad and vari- 
ous adjacent fortified positions, soon after 
which the intense heat of summer rendered | 
further offensive attempts in Asia Minor 
impracticable. 

This year, however, he has resumed 
activities three months earlier than he did | 


in 1916, indicating that he has employed the | 
summer months to good purpose in making 
preparations for a renewal of his advance, | 
and that the present campaign will take him | 
far on the road to Constantinople. Some 
extremely gratifying news from Mesopotamia 
during the next few months is altogether to. 
be expected. 

That the Turkish general, Ahmed Bey, 
semses his danger and feels himself ap-, 
proaching sore straits may possibly account 
for the recent conference between Turkish 
military leaders and German authorities. It 
is not improbable that the Turks, foreseeing | 
General Maude’s plans, called upon Germany | 
for help—which they did not get! | 

It is a well-known fact, too, that Turkey | 
is today extremely anxious for peace; as is | 
Bulgaria. In truth, the German emperor in | 
person is now in conference with the Bul- 
garian king and political leaders at Sofia, 
supposedly called thither by reason of the 
recent clamor for peace upon the part of 
the Bulgarian government and people. 

Both Turkey and Bulgaria know that 
Teutonic defeat will mean supreme disaster 
to them. It probably will mean their com- 
plete effacement from the world map. In 
defeat they can hope for only the most 
scant consideration at the peace table; 
realizing which, and that victory is now 
entirely ‘beyond hope, they court peace. 

Of course, Berlin will not permit a sepa- 
rate peace on the part of any ally, and the 
chances are that Turkey and Bulgaria will 
be compelled to fight on, hopelessly and with- 
out heart, until in the end the central pow- | 
ers’ whole war machine is smashed and they 
all go down together. 

The dispatches do not state just how. 
well prepared General Maude is for his re-. 
newed campaign, but the fact of his launch- . 
ing upon it at this early date argues that 
he is capable df coping with whatever re- 
sistance the enemy may offer, else he would 
have waited. 

Almost a year ago a high British official 
admonished the world to “keep your eyes. 
on Mesopotamia,” and the admonition is_ 
good yet! | 

The chances are that before another 
spring the enemy’s rich storehouses of Asia 
Minor will be in British hands—if, indeed, 
Constantinople itself shall not have fallen!

GERMAN DEFEAT NECESSARY. 


Georgia and in criminal

There is hardly a nation in the world, 
except those in the central powers alliance, | 
but has, consciously or unconsciously, com- | 
mitted some act in relation to the war that | 
Germany, in event of victory, would be able | 
to construe as an act of unfriendliness— :

This applies with especial force to the | 
weaker nations among the neutrals. Sweden | 
is a possible exception, but about the only | 
one. It is doubtful if even inoffensive little | 
Switzerland would be. immune from the, 
probable wolf-and-the-lamb attitude of a vic- | 
torious Prussia. Certainly neither Norway, 
Denmark, Holland nor Greece would be; 
nor would any of the South or Central 

republics, the majority of which 
already have gone so far toward avowals of 
| sympathy with democracy’s cause as to 
render the absolute and complete defeat of 


Prussianism essential to their welfare if not those who buy Liberty Bonds—and it would . 
| be only fair t- the young man who had tried 


their very life after the war. 
When a nation severs diplomatic rela-: 


tions with the king pin of world autocracy, 


or even when : 


it directly or indirectly mani- 


it incurs the risk of being treated as an 
enemy of Germany. 

Of course, it need not necessarily follow 
that Germany will offer resentment for the 
time being, thus inviting additional trouble 
for itself while its hands are more than 
full; but in the event of German victory 
there can be no doubt but every so-called 
“unfriendly act” of a weaker nation would 
have to be dearly paid for; and Germany 
would be in position to demand a pound of 
flesh from every one of them, and to enforce 
its demand! 

Indeed, in the unhappy event of German 
victory, not a nation on earth would be 
safe! — 

The smaller countries—especially the 
Latin American republics—surely realize 
this. 

They must realize that their very exist- 
ence after the war depends upon the defeat 
of the arch enemy of democracy. And their 
hazard at the hands of a victorious Prussia 
would be shared by every other nation 
among the neutrals. 

It therefore stands to reason that, as a 
matter of sheer self-preservation, if nothing 
else, they will themselves enter the war 
against the central powers and fight with 
all their strength, solidly leagued under the 
banner of democracy and world freedom, 
before they will see Prussianism triumph. 

Though they may have received no di- 
rect offense from Germany,’the Prussian 


, character and treachery has become so well 
' known to all since this war began that they 
'cannot afford to hazard its success; and it 
‘is safe to presume that they would rather 


fight for their lives now, with the help of 


| the rest of the civilized world, than later on 


when the odds would be against them.

Growing Wheat in Georgia; 
What Was Once Done 


Editor Constitution: Every effort possible 
is being put forth with a view to arousing 
farmers to an extraordinary interest in the 
importance of wheat as a state-wide crop— 
sowing the choicest varieties of seed this 
winter for 1918. 

Wheat has been and can be grown in this 
state. It can not be produced, in what is 
termed crop proportion, in every county. It 
is largely. for this reason that the state has 
never produced a five million bushel crop. 

In 1860, Georgia’s per capita production 
of wheat was 2.4 bushels: in 1880, 2.0 bushels; 
in 1900, a fraction over four-fifths of a bush- 
el; in 1910, negligible; in 1915, 1.4 bushels. 

In 1860 thirty-eight counties of the 132 
produced from 25,000 to 112,900 bushels of 
wheat; in 1880 fifty of 137 counties produced 
from 25,000 to 131,090 bushels; in 1900 twen- 
ty-five of 137 counties produced 25,000 to 
109,000 bushels: in 1910 four of the 1446 coun- 
ties produced from 25,000 to 38,000 bushels. 
It will be a bit tedious, but I believe that 
there "may prove to be an inspiration in just 
how many counties have successfully grown 
wheat. The story of 1860 and 1880 will, be 
found to be very interesting; for the reason 
that it shows the possibilities in wheat cul- 
ture in a large number of counties in this 
state.

per acre. On the average yield per acre 
depends the profitableness of any crop and 
all crops. 

Take the ten years, 1906-1915, both in- 
clusive. The general average yield per acre 
was 10.5 bushels. The general average yield 
per acre in. the United States was 15 bush- 
els. During the ten years cited, Georgia's 
average yield per acre did not reach a point 
higher than 12.2 bushels. That was in 1913. 

“If for 1918, Georgia should show her 
yield of wheat per capita to be equal to that 
of 1860, the crop will be 6,854,556 bushels. 

In 1915, the acreage in wheat was 325,- 
000 acres and the average yield per acre 
was 11 bushels... If we should strike for a 
general average yield per acre in the state 
of 15 bushels, we should put 457,000 acres 
in prime condition and liberally fertilize in 
wheat of the best available varieties. 

The farmers of Georgia are today practi- 
cally in exactly the same condition the farm- 
ers of 1860 were. The fathers, in whose 

resence we should stand uncovered, did not 
of eomguercial fertilizers. 
Peruvian ano was in use to a very limited 
extent, e fathers depended on stable and 
lot manure, and on carefully made compost. 
The farmers of today must follow that pol- 
icy. A considerable number may avail them~ 
selves of commercial fertilizers of the best 
quality obtainable under war circumstances. 

In point of information about the soil 
facilities for the preparation of the soil an 
sowing the seed, farmers of today have 
superior advantages as compared with the 
farmers of 1860. The farmers of today should 
make a well-considered effort to bring wheat 
production for 1918 4 to the per capita

HEALTH TALKS

DALLYING WITH A COUGH. 

To a sensible mind it stands to reason 
that no remedy or combination of remedies a 
doctor, or anybody else, can devise will be 
Sultable for each or many of the various 
ailments which cause a cough. 

For instance, one of the most frequent 
causes of acute cough, attributed to a “cold 
on the chest” by the victim because of sore- 
ness felt somewhere in the chest, is in 
reality an excessive secretion of mucous in 
the nose or the back wall of the throat be- 
hind the soft palate. This is especially 
common in children who are unmercifully 
plied with alleged cough medicines to no 
avail unless to favor the onset of serious 
bronchitis or pneumonia. The narcotic in- 
gredient in the inevitable cough mixture is 
& vicious thing for any one to fool with, 
and a deplorable handicap to a child with 
a cough. The cpium, codiene, heroin, mor- 
phine, dionin or other narcotic found its 
Place in the mixture originally because of 
the crass ignorance of the prescriber. There 
was a time when doctors looked upon cough 
in itself as a rather harmful thing, to be 
stopped at all costs, just as they looked upon 
fever as dangerous in itself and to be 
brought down regardless of the integrity 
of the heart. 

There are in practice but rare occasions 
when it is justifiable or helpful to the pa- 
tient to restrain or prevent cough. Certain 
attacks of pleurisy, of affections of the 
larynx, of far advanced or hopeless tubercu- 
losis when coughing prevents sleep or feed- 
ing the patient. But for the great majority 
of affections of which cough is a symptom 
it is a dangerous thing to stop the cough 
by means of narcotic drugs. The danger ig 
that the nibbling at the narcotic cough mix- 
ture will lock up the various secretions of 
the body and so pave the way for a serious 
aggravation of the original infection. In- 
deed, this is precisely the history in a great 
many cases of bronchitis or pneumonia. The 
patient “tries” this and that cough medicine, 
imagines himself a little better while under 
the immediate effect of the narcotic, then 
BETOWS steadily worse and finally summons 
the doctor. 

Taking medicine to help an illness which 
produces coughing and taking medicine to 
Stop a cough are widely different things. 

Once more we commend the always harm- 
less and often helpful teas and syrups grand- 
ma used to make. Flaxseed tea, sweetened 
with glycerin and flavored with lemon, 
taken in large quantities every hour or two, 
is always safe and generally good for the 
patient with an aeute cough. Or this com- 
bination may be given to child or adult 
without doing harm, and perhaps doing 
good: 

Fluid extract wild cherry, 
Citrate of soda 

Fluid extract of licorice .... 
Glycerine 

Boiled water 2 
Gum arabic 12 teaspoonful 

Dose: Teaspoonful to tablespoonful every 
two hours.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Thrombosed Varicose Vein. 

I have had varicose veins in the legs since 
I was a young woman, and there is a par- 
ticularly prominent bunch just below the 
right knee, which suddenly hardened the 
other morning as if the blood had clotted 
in the veins. It very sore, like a boil, 
and I have been using antiphlogistine on it, 
but it gwgets worse right along. There seems 
to be several hard bunches around it now. 
Can you tell me what I should do? (Mrs. 
M. B.) 

ANSWER—It is a great mistake to apply 
the mixture of glycerin and clay, besides 
being extravagant. That would tend to 
break down the tissues and favor the forma- 
tion of an ulcer there. The blood has clotted, 
as a result of inflammation in the wall of 
the vein, and the hardening around it is in- 
flammatory reaction. The best thing to do 
is to keep off the feet, and keep the leg 
elevated above the body level for several 
days. It not without danger, and re- 
quires the attendance of a doctor. Just what 
application be made depends upon 
individual circumstances, but avoid all reme- 
dies the ‘if poultices, whether 
home made or canned. Remedies I might sug- 
gest are t expensive to trifle with; you 
should be under the personal attendance of 
a doctor. 
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Adenoids Back Agatn, 

Our little girl, five years old, was oper- 
ated on for adenoids by a specialist two 
years ago. Temporarily we thought she was 
better in but now she is as bad 
as ever. it, or will it be 
necessary to have operation?  (L. 
ce &) 

ANSW ER—Perhaps you failed to correct 
the unhygienic conditions which brought on 
the adenoids in the first place. Or possibly 
even the doctor neglected to instruct you 
about the important influence of faulty 
hygienic conditions. If that is the case, re- 
currence of adenoids, even after thorough 
surgical removal, is not at all infrequent. 
As you do not describe the little girl’s con- 
dition I am unable to say that another opera- 
tion would be advisable. The chief trouble 
in most households where adenoids grow 
is that the parents are obsessed with the 
catching cold phobia, and as a consequence 
the little ones are denied the boon of open- 
air life a good share of the time. Second 
only to the ill effects of the overheated at- 
mosphere indoors at home is the ill effect 
of the foul, heavy air in which the little 
ones are made to sit for five hours a day 
in the average American public school room. 
It is a curious and illuminating fact that 
in progressive towns where open-air school- 
rooms are in vogue, not only adenoids and 
sore throats, but all the respiratory diseases 
which so frequently disable children in the 
average stuffy schoolroom are conspicuously 
absent. Yours is a small provincial town, 
and it will be ten or twenty years y.t before 
your educational authorities will awaken to 
the need of open-air schoolrooms, In the 
provinces, you see, the chief fogy and all 
the under fogies are afraid the children 
would “catch cold” in the open-air school- 
room.

No change occurred in the order of 
things at Camp Gordon Sunday, and 
unless there is some providential hin- 
@rance, the exodus of troops from the 
army city will begin early this 
morning, and will continue until the 
entire numbér of selectmen. with the 
exception of 8,000 to compose the skKel- 
eton organizations, has been moved 
from the camp. As stated in The Con- 
stitution the day the transfer order 
was issued, al! officers for the present 
remain at Camp Gordon. 

At an early hour Monday morning, 
two special trains loaded with select- 
men from Georgia will steam out of 
the Chamblee station, and the first 
stop will be Camp Wheeler, at Ma- 
con, at which point the men are to be 
transferred into the national guard 
units stationed there. 

During Monday between 1,800 and 
2,000 men are to be sent from Camp 
Gordon, and after that day the exodus 
of the troops will continue at the rate 
of approximately the same every day 
until 8,000 men have been transferred 
to Wheeler. It is stated that after

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Monday six special trains will be used 
to transfer the men, and that all eix 
will move from the camp in a body. 

The first body of men to leave the

ment will be made by men from the 
first-named regiment. The paper work 
associated with the 5th has been 
practically completed, and the work on 
other organizations making up the di- 
vision is being rushed to its maximum 
capacity. 

During the entire day Sunday mem- 
bers of division headquarters working 
force was busily engaged in complet- 
ing a list of the names of the men who 
will leave Monday and Tuesday, and it 
was stated at that time that the list 
would probably be made public Mon- 
day morning... 

While preparations are being made 
to transfer the Georgia, Alabama and 
Tennessee troops from the camp, offi- 
cials.at the camp are doing all in their 
power to provide quarters and facili- 
ties for the troops from the eastern 
and northern camps, who are to arrive 
in the course of a very short time.

Sunday a Day of F arewells; 
Thousands Flocked to Camp 


With the announcement that Sunday 
will probably be the last day that sev- 
eral thousand of the men statloned at 
Camp Gordon will spend in or near At- 
lanta, visitors by the thousands flocked 
to the camp yesterday afternoon to look 
for the last time upon the original per- 
sonnel of the Eighty-second army divi- 
sion. 

In automobiles, by street car and, in 
hundreds of cases, on foot, men, wom- 


en and children gathered in crowds 
about the entrance to the camp in the 
early afternoon, and when the. word 
was given that ‘they would be allowed 
to go into the camp the company streets 
were choked with visitors seeking 
brothers, husbahds, sons, sweethearts 
and friends. 

And in spite of the fact that the 
presence of so many strangers in camp 
was significant of a silent leavetaking, 
the men who are to answer the call 
of their country in other places where 
there is urgent need for their services, 
appeared to be in the finest of spirits. 
With smiles on their faces the men 
welcomed their others, fathers, 
brothers, sisters or friends, and with 
smiles equally as brave andefetermin- 
ed they bade them farewell when the 
time for their departure arrived.

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The System of Numbering the Units 


As It Is Practiced at Camp Gordon 


To the average civilian who has not 
been associated in military circles. the 
system of numbering the various regi- 
ments’ making up the fighting forces 
of Uncle Sam means very little,. and 
practically no disinterested person stops 
to take notice of the fact that every 
number designating a regiment has a 
meaning that is absolutely clear to the 
soldier. 

In the first place the con. cH of the 


various regiments of the army are di- 
vided into three groups—those desig- 


nating regiments of the regular army 
runing from 1 to 100; those of the na- 
tional guard regiments from 101 to 300, 
and those of the national army from 
301 upward and depending solely on 
the number of regiments in this organt- 
zation. 

The numerals of the national army 
regiments are recent additions to the 
system, as the scope of the entire army 
was necessarily broadened when the 
Sixteen great army cantonments were 
put to work turning out soldiers by 
the hundreds of thousands. 

In the system of designating the 
regiments in training at the sixteen 
camps each camp was given a place 
in a system of numbers running from 
1 to 16,.she total number of the camps. 
Camp Gordon is the seventh in the sys- 
tem of sixteen and is designated in 
the national army camp system as 
No. 7. 

When the time came for numbering 
the regiments at the camp the follow- 
ing system was used: In ,the first 
place it was known that the numerals 
would be somewhere over 300, the -be- 


ginning of the national army numerals. 

In all sixteen camps there are four 
regiments of infantry each, so Camp 
Gordon’s regiments would be number- 
ed 325,°326 and 328, because it is 
seventh of the sixteen camps and four 
infantry regiments in six other camps 
are ahead of Camp Gordon. These regi- 
ments in the other preceeding six camps 
are numbered. from to 

Likewise each cantonment has three 
regiments of artillery, so thus Camp’ 
Gordon’s artillery organizations would 
be numbered 319, 320 and 321, with 
the regiments in the six preceeding 
camps being designated from 1 to ‘18. 

There is one regiment of engineers 
in each of the sixteen camps and one 
trench morter battery. Consequently, 
Camp Gordon's engineer regiment And 
trench morter battery.

Scottish Rite Masenry 
Attracts U. S. Soldiers 
Bound for the Continent 


Blue Lodge Masons throughout the 
country who are now in Uncle Sam’s 
service and destined sooner or later 
to cross the Atlantic for service in the 
great world war, are joining the Scot- 
tish Rite in large numbers since they 
have learned the history of the rite 
and its universality on the continent. 

While many of the degrees of the 
Scottish Rite date back to remote an- 
tiquity, the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite, in its present form, is of 
comparatively modern origin. In 1758, 
A. D., a body was formed in Parts 
called the “Council of Emperors of the 
East and West.” and organized as an 
order called the “Rite of Perfection,” 
which consisted of twenty-five degrees. 
In 1761 thik council authorized Stephen 
Morin to propagate the rite in the 
and through him 
Isaac Da Costa was appointed deputy 
inspector general for South Carolina, 
and in 1783 he introduced the rite into 


‘that state by the establishment of a 


grand lodge of Perfection at Charles- 
ton. 

In 1762 a supreme council composed 
of nine members met at Bordeaux and 
adopted what are Known as the consti- 
tutions of 1762. At this time there 
were a number of different rites of the 
Scottish regimen, and naturally there 
was considerable conflict among them. 
In 1786 a council was called by Fred- 
erick the Great, who was the recog- 
nized head of Scottish Rite Masonry, 
for the purpose of harmonizing these 
conflicts and establishing a single rite 
Which should unite all of the different 
rites. of the Scottish regimen. This 
council adopted the grand constitu- 
tions of 1785, which are recognized by 
all supreme councils as the funda- 
mental laws of the rite, which was 
called the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite of Freemasonry, and was 
composed of thirty-three degrees. Two 
supreme councils were provided for the 
continent of North America, known as 
the southern and northern jurisdic- 
tions. | j 

On May 31, 1801, the first supreme 
council established under the consti- 
tutions of 1786 was organized at 
Charleston, S. C. This was the first 
gupreme council of the order ever 
formed and from it have emanated, di- 
reétly or indirectly, all the other su- 
preme councils of The world—so that 
even those now in existence in Europe 
hail the council at South Carolina as 
their’ fountainhead—the ‘Mother Coun- 
eil of the World.”

Ork, though in considezing the in- 
crease the question of prices should 
not be disregarded. 

It is a matter of regret, in a year 
when the crops count for so much, that 
the October grain report suggests a 
wheat harvest of only 20,000,000 bush- 
els above the meager total of 1916 and 
the smallest, with this exception, since 
1911.

Whether the forecast of 660,000,000 
bushels for wheat wil! prove too low 
remains to be determined, but it will 
be recalled that the October estimate 
last year was for less than 608,000,000 
bushels and about 649,000,000 bushels 
were actually gathered. 

The cotton crop may not be faring 
as badly as some people seem to have 
imagined, or might be inferred from 
the recent action of prices. But with 
a late season in the belt, the question 
of low temperatures has meant more 
than usual this year, and reports of 
frost in some sections sent the mar-

STEEL MILLS SETTLE 
OWN FRED PRE 


New York, October 14.—Steel manu- 
facturers and the war industries board 
have agreed on maximum prices for 
semi-finished steel products for the rest 
of this year on all United States and al- 
lied government orders and for the 
American public. The adjustment was 
made by mutual concessions. 

Government buying is the only source 
of activity at the moment, overing 
bars, plates, shapes, sheets, specialties 
and machinery and prospective con- 
tracts for projectiles and small shells 
are estimated at $750,000,000 to $1,000,- 
000,000. Steel requirements for ammu- 
nition manufacturers in the next twelve 
months probably will not be far from 
-2,000,000 tons. Machinery needed .to 
equip ordnance plants alone will cost 
upward of $25,000,000. Shipyards and 
airplane engine makers are placing 
large orders for machine tools.

Velvet Bean Food Crop 
Of High Value to South, 
Says Fairfax Harrison 


Washington, October 14.—In the vel- 
vet bean the south has a new feed crop 
of high value, accoraing to President 
Fairfax Harrison, of the Southern rail- 
way system. 

“This bean promises to be one of the 
reat agricultural assets of the south,” 
ays Mr. Harrison. “The northern limit 

of its successful productoin is substan- 
tially the samé as the northern limit 
of the cotton belt. It is grown in corn, 
increasing the yield of corn, as it is a 
great nitrogen gatherer, and the cost 
of production is so small that it has 
been aptly said that ‘it is all its name

— ers quickly broke up the 


implies—all velvet.’ In former years it 
has been grown extensively enough to 
demonstrate its great economic value, 
and this year its production has spread 
over almost the entire cotton belt, at 
least 5,000,000 acres being grown in 
states served by the Southern rail- 
way system. 

“As it is practically a new crop there 
has been little exact scientific study of 
its feeding value at agricultural ex- 
rae soy stations, but its practical use 

y feeders and dairymen has demon- 
Strated that it gives results that com- 
pare favorably with those obtained 
from other protein feeds. The most 
economical way of feeding is to gather 
the corn and then turn cattle and hogs 
into the field to feed on the beans, vines 
and corn stalks. If cattle alone’ are fed 
in this way many of the beans will be 
knocked to the ground, trampled and 
lost, but hogs will get all of these. It 
has been said that two acres of this 
pasture will carry four or five head 
of cattle through to spring grass, and 
in the spring the farmer has a fine lot 
of manure and vegetable matter to 
turn under. The beans may be gather- 
ed and fed to cattle in the pod, soak- 
ing the pods twenty-four hours before 
feeding. ‘Velvet bean meal,’ made by 
grinding the beans alone, or ‘velvet 
bean feed,’ made by grinding the beans 
and pods together may be fed. The 
latter is recommended as being the bet- 
ter way of feeding where it is imprac- 
ticable to pasture the crop. About 
fifteen pounds a day is the maximum 
feed for, a steer or dairy cow. An es- 
pecially fine feed is made by mixin 
ground beans and hulls with about onéd- 
third corn and cob meal. This is highly 
recommended for dairy cowa When vel- 
vet beans are fed the amount of silage 
or hay may be decreased. If ground 
beans and pods are fed to hogs they 
should be ground very fine. Velvet 
beans are not relished by horses or 
mules. 

“The ground beans and hulls contain 
17.1 per cent of protein and the ground 
beans alone 20.8 per cent. 

“Mills for grinding the beans and 
hulls are being put in all over the ter- 
ritory where they are produced and the 
feed will be available for stockmen 
and daiymen in all parts of the United 
States.”

New York, October 14.—Prices clear- 
ly reflected further enforced liquida- 
tion in the four days of last week’s 
stock market in every important 
branch, securities falling to or under 
previous low levels of the year, for 
which various reasons were assigned. 
The most logical of these was that 
new capital requirements of the gov- 
ernment bear most heavily upon in- 
vestors and holders of first-class se- 
curities. : 

There seemed little reason, aside 
from this, for the heavy offerings of 
gilt-edged railroad = shares. Many 
speculative accounts were closed out 
during the more urgent selling, which 
reached its height in the mid-week, 
considerable short covering appearing 


later. 

In the prevailing mood of the spec- 
ulative element much pessimistic talk 
was heard regarding the futufe ‘divi- 
dend policy of railroads ‘and industrial 
corporations. This was heirhtened by 
the unexpected suspension of the dsv- 
idend on People’s Gas, which adverse- 
iy affected that stock and allied until- 
ities some 10 to 20 points. 

Plans now .well under way @y the 
railroads to renew their plea efore 
the interstate commerce commission 
for higher freight rates coincide with 
the demands of a large proportion of 
railway employes for increased pay. 

Lower money rates and the lota- 
tion of the second Liberty Loan were 
followed by an expansion of more 
than $95,000,000 in actual cloarns 
house loans, an increase of $98,600,00 
in reserves of the federal bank for 
members’ account, an increase of al- 
most $130,000,000 demand deposits and 
a gain of $18,500,000 in reserves.

Samples of Government Policy 
Made Public—Rates Are 
Very Low. 


Washington, October 14.—Samples 
of the insurance policy/ which the gov- 
ernment will write for its soldiers and 
sailors were made public tonight by 
the war risk insurance bureau of the 
treasury department. Plans for plac- 


ing the policies into effect immediate- 
ly will be outlined here next Tuesday 
at a conference of treasury officials 
with representatives of the navy and 
officers and enlisted men at the thir- 
ty-two cantonments. 

Details of the policy disclose that 
written upon the lives 
of men and women between the age 
of fifteen and sixty-five in all 
branches of the army, navy, marine 
corps, coast guard, naval reserve, na- 
tional naval volunteers, nurses “and 
any other branches of the United 
States service serving with the army 
and navy.” Announcement was aiso 
made that “rates at ages higher or 
lower will be given upon request.” 

Premiums, computed on a monthly 
basis, vary from 63 cents per $1,000 
at the age of fifteen to $3.25 per thou- 
sand at the age of 65. Between 21 and 
31 years the following monthly prem- 
iums will be charged per $1,000 of in- 
surance (the limit being $10,000): 

Twenty-one to 23, inclusive, 65 
cents; 24 and 25, 66 cents; 26 and 27, 
67 cents; 28, 68 cents; 29 and 30, 69 
cents; 31, 70 cents. 

During the periods of total disabil- 
ity, the insurance will be paid, not in 
one lump sui, but monthly for twenty 
years, should the disability continue 
for that period. Should death occur 
before the twenty years the remain- 
der of the policy will be paid at once 
to the beneficiary. At the age of 25 the 
monthly installment for the twenty- 
year period would be $5.75 per $1,000 
of insurance. 

Provision is made for family allow- 
ances, for re-education of wounded 
and cripples, for. compensation in case 
of death or injury without. cost and 
for additional protection of insurance 
at very small cost. 

In cases of partial 
amount of compensation 
by a schedule to be based upon the 
extent of the impairment of earning 
capacity. Total disability payments 
are to be increased above the figures 
named in the policy where the insured 
has dependents. 

“Where the injury 
caused by the wilful misconduct of 
the man,” the policy reads, ““compen- 
sation will not be paid.” 

The policies will be issued in multi- 
ples of $500, no policy, however, to be 
less than $1,009.

Several years ago Mrs. Stiles quietly 
returned to her old home at Streator, 
Ill., and some time ago Mr. Crane mar- 
ried the daughter of a wealthy Costa 
Rica planter. A year ago Mrs. Stiles 
took up her residence with friends at 
Kvanston. She registered at a hotel 
here on Saturday, and when she failed 
to appear this morning the room was 
entered and the body and the note 
found.

Crucifixion of Babies 
Charged to the Germans 
_ By Dr. Newell D. Hillis 


Chicago, October 14.—German atro- 
cities were described by Dr. Newell 
Dwight Hillis, of Brooklyn, and United 
Great Britain’s determination to see the 
war through was set forth by T. P. 
O’Connor, member of parliament, at a 
Liberty Loan rally here today, spon- 
sored by the National Security league 
as the fourth of a cycle of patriotic 
mass meetings. 

Both speakers have visited the devas- 
tated portions of Belgium and northern 
France and pictured the scenes which 
they had witnessed, while Dr. Hillis 
quoted portions of affidavits obtained 
by allied agents in proof of his asser- 
tions that the crimes were the direct 
outcome of Germany’s pre-arranged 
plan for making war. 

“Make yourselves more frightful than 
the Huns under Attila,” he asserted the 
kaiser charged his soldiers. ‘See that 
for a thousand years no enemy men- 
tions the very name of Germany with- 
out shuddering.” 

After detailing authenticated in- 
stances of wanton slaughter, crucifix- 
ion of babies and other indescribable 
crimes, he asserted: 

“Whether this war goes on five years 
or ten years it will go on until these 
Frenchmen and Belgians who have suf- 
fered are on German soil.” 

According to Mr. O’Connor the “fun- 
damental issue of this war is the con- 
flict between essential Christianity and 
essential paganism.” 

Racial and religious lines have dis- 
appeared in Great Britain, he asserted, 
in the united determination to crush 
junkKerism. 

‘It is the Sermon on the Mount.” he 
concluded, “or the German war book 
that is to decide the future morality 
of the world.”’

“lI expect to vote for Mr. Mitchel and 
I believe that republicans may properly 
support him and maintain their party 
regularity, too,” said a statement issued 
by the governor. “But even ff such 
were not the case, and the cholce were 
between the obligation of partisanship 
and the obligation of citizenship our 
duty would be entirely clear.” 

Mr. Whitman prefaced his statement 
by admitting that William M. Bennett 
carried the republican primartes and is 
the regular republican candidate. As 
such he is entitled “legally and morally 
to the republican name, the republican 
emblem and the use of the republican 
machinery,” especially. watchers, chal- 
lengers and workers at tMe polls, the 
governor said.

I.W.W. People Compared 
To the Early Christians 
By Rev. Sydney Strong 


Columbus, Ohio, October 14,—Indus- 
trial Workers of the World were com- 
pared to the early Christians and were 
extolled as not being one-tenth bad 
and ministers of the Congrega- 
tional church were enjoined to lend 
succor to them in an address here this 
afternoon by the Rev. Sydney Strong, 
Seattle, Wash. He spoke to deelgates 
of the National Council! of Congrega- 
tional Churches of the United States, 
in session here. 

The Rev. Mr. Strong told of his intl- 
mate acquaintance with a large num- 
ber of I. W. W.'s, of visitations he had 
made to their members in prisons and 
generally of an admiration they com- 
manded in him. 

“Their leaders are men of beatific 
counténance. They. believe in a beau- 
tiful philosophy of non-resistance, and 
are bounden to a cause they think is 
right. They are idealists, and they 
have a remarkable solidarity of pur- 
pose. They hold to.a principle of ‘Fold 
your arms,’ a remarkable policy of non- 
resistance. Their internationalism and 
inter-racialism is according to the most 
lauded standards. Their organization 
is open to all alike.” 

Distribution of wealth in this coun- 
try was deplored by Mr. Strong. In 
forty American cities, he said, it has 
been found two per cent of the people 
control sixty per cent of the wealth. 

After declaring that present civiliza- 
tion is capitalistic throughout and that 
the lawyer, preacher and teacher are 
allied with the capitalistic system, Mr. 
Strong said, “Democracy in industry as 
well as government” must come after 
the war.
